Supervisors approve annexation 


The city of Lompoc completed a two- 
year task Monday in getting Board of 
Supervisors approval of a 3,100-acre 
city annexation of the Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution property lying north 
of the city. 
County officials said the annexation be­ 
comes valid with the filing by the city 
of resolutions of approval with the State 
Secretary’s office in Sacramento. Prev­ 
iously, the Local Agency Formation 
Commission and the I ompoc City Coun­ 
cil had sanctioned the annexation, which 
also had approval of the Department of 
the Army and FCI authorities. 
The vote Monday was 4-1 with only 
Supervisor Daniel G. Grant opposing 
approval. Grant had also voted against 
it as a member of the Local Agency 
Formation Commission, claiming that 


annexation of a Federal property did 
not constitute orderly expansion of the 
city. 
But the majority of the five - member 
board went along with Supervisor Joe J. 
Callahan’s motion for approval. 
More than 388 FCI supervisory em­ 
ployes and about 1,168 inmates will 
raise the new city population to 26,- 
756, which will bring added state rev­ 
enues of the city to about $25,130 anniv 
ally starting with next year, the board 
was told. 
Callahan significantly observed that 
he felt Lompoc should be encouraged 
to continue its growth northward. He 
said he felt it would be “ improper to 
encourage another small city in the 
valley. 
County Administrative Officer Ray­ 


mond D. Johnson, who as executive of­ 
ficer of LAFCO, had recommended deni­ 
al of the application, had contended that 
the annexation did not represent order­ 
ly expansion of the city. 
But Robert C. Lilley, of Lompoc, a 
member of the County Planning Com­ 
mission, testified Monday that he felt 
that such an annexation was incomform- 
ity with the county’s general plan. 


The planners foresaw that the satel­ 
lite areas such as Vandenberg Village 
and Mission Hills could well merge with 
the city of Lompoc some day, the board 
was told. 
“With urbanization to the west having 
ceased, it is pretty well channeled now 
to go northward,’’ said Lilley. Other­ 
wise, he added, the city would have to 


go up Highway 1 and annex via strip 
developments. 
Lilley said it “does not make sense’’ 
to have two separate urban centers in 
2*4 miles of one another,” after point­ 
ing out that the question of whether 
Lompoc annexes the satellite communi­ 
ties “ is not germain here.” 


Backing the annexation in statements 
to the supervisors also were Mrs.Char­ 
lotte Benton, a member of Lompoc City 
Council, and City Attorney James Long- 
tin. Councilman Brooks Speight also 
attended the hearing. 
Longtin said he was pleased to learn 
there were no written or oral objec­ 
tions from the Fourth Supervisorial 
District. He repeated observations made

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Nixon expected to 
reluctantly sign bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on may ask Congress to take back some 
of its generosity to the American tax­ 
payer, but he is considered virtually cer­ 
tain to sign into law the tax reform bill. 
It would begin cutting everyone’s taxes 
10 days from now. 
By margins so swollen they almost de­ 
fied a veto, both chambers Monday cap­ 
ped a year’s effort in an afternoon’s ora­ 
tory and sent to Nixon one of its major 
achievements of the year — a bill that 
eventually cuts taxes by $9.1 billion, 
raises social security benefits by 15 
per cent and narrows some tax loop­ 
holes that have been the target of re­ 
formers for years. 
The House, acting first, approved the 
bill 
381 to 2. The Senate followed that, 
71 
to 6, with the “ no” votes coming 
from Republicans who considered the 
bill too inflationary and too costly. 
If Congress adjourns this week as 


planned and returns Jan. 19, Nixon has 
10 days from when the bill actually 
reaches him to decide its fate. If he does 
nothing, the bill would die, the victim 
of a pocket veto. 
It would require a two-thirds vote by 
each house to enact the bill into law over 
a veto. Monday’s votes were big enough 
to override a veto, but the President could 
convert some Republicans to his side if 
he rejects the bill. 
In. his last news conference, 
Nixon 
said he would veto the bill if it came 
to him the way it first emerged from 
the Senate —with the 15 per cent social 
security boost and an $800 personal in­ 
come tax exemption effective in 1971. 
But a House-Senate conference com­ 
mittee 
then put more muscle in the 
bill’s tax reforms and toned down the 
tax 
cut so that the exemption rises 
only to $650 starting next July 1 
and 
does not reach $750 until 1973. 


Nothing in the bill affects the taxes 
the average individual will pay next 
April 15 on income he earned this year. 
But taxpayers would start seeing the 
bill’s effects reflected in their first 
paychecks in January when the income 
tax surcharge, now 10 per cent, falls 
to 5 per cent. After 
six months at 
that rate, it expires for good. 
The surtax would die Jan. 1 if Nixon 
does not sign the bill — one factor like­ 
ly to influence him to sign the bill. His 
new budget is based on the assumption 
that the surtax will continue for the 
first half of next year. The surcharge 
was first enacted during the Johnson 
administration as a weapon against in­ 
flation. 
Moreover, the bill ultimately recoups 
$3.3 billion a year for the government 
by killing the investment tax credit —a 
7 per cent tax subsidy for the expendi­ 
tures by businesses and farmers. 
Planners approve nurserv, 
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to be decided 
hobby-type businesses 


The operation of a hobby-type cer­ 
amics business in a residential zone and 
the establishment of a retail nursery 
in a commercial zone won the nod of 
the Planning Commission last night. 
The commissioners approved by a 
vote of 5-0 the request of Mrs. Ed­ 
ward J. Burzdowski of 817 E. Pine 
Ave., to use a small kiln to fire cer­ 
amics 
for sale, principally to 
her 
friends. 
She told the commission she 
and her husband each worked full time 
and thus had little time left over for 
the ceramics. But she said she wanted 
to be able to sell some of her products 
to offset the cost of her hobby. The 
permit will run to Jan. 1, 1971. 
The 
commissioners approved the 
establishment of a retail nursery at 
908 N. H St., on condition that the de­ 
veloper install a sidewalk, fencing, pay 
for street trees and street lighting. 
Applicant D.F. Cooper, through his agent, 
William w. Martin indicated that in 
’.he initial phase of the development the 
lursery products would be sold from a 
:ruck, but that a permanent building would 
)e built when financing was available. 


The permit will run for a year and 
then be reviewed by the commission. 
In other action, the commission sent 
a proposed ordinance on park fees and 
park dedication to the city attorney for 
study, and agreed that there was no 
conflict between the city’s interests 
and the proposal of Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co., to build a transmission 
line east of the city. A spokesman for 
the utility company told the commis­ 
sion that the line would provide back­ 
up electric service in the event of a 
civil disaster, and later be available 
for servicing future subdivisions. The 
spokesman said the proposal will also 
be submitted to the county planning 
Commission although theCaliforniaPub­ 
lic Utilities Commission has jurisdic­ 
tion over such installations. 
The lo­ 
cation of the line will be between Lom­ 
poc city limits and La Pursima Mis­ 
sion, running crossing the Santa Ynez 
River and the proposed new route of 
Highway 1 to the southeast corner of 
the city. 
Service will be available 
next winter barring some unknown de­ 
lay, the P G and E spokesman said. 


SAN LUIS OBISPO (UPI) - The fate of 
the promoted three-day Indian River 
folk-rock festival will be decided Wednes­ 
day in Superior Court on a petition to 
overrule an emergency ordinance which 
was passed to block the event. 
The emergency ordinance was passed 
last week by the County Board of Sup­ 
ervisors which limited public gatherings 
to 5,000 persons after news leaked of 
the festival. 
The order brought to a halt prepara­ 
tions of Midwinter Pop Festivals Inc., of 
Atlanta, Ga., to host 35,000 to 50,- 
000 persons at a ranch site on Dec. 27, 
28 and 29. 
Promoters of the event filed a petit ion 
for a writ prohibiting enforcement of 
the ordinance. 


Less than 100 hippie-type enthusiasts 
were on hand today, including a bus­ 
load from Michigan. Sheriff’s deputies 
arrested John Eastman, 18, of Min­ 
neapolis, on a possession of marijuana 
charge when they found him hitchhiking 
toward the festival area Monday. 


On Friday, a Superior Court judge 
issued a temporary restraining order 
halting ticket sales, advertising or any 
other promotion of a rock music festi­ 
val in the county. 
Youth charged with assault 


A 16-year-old Lompoc youth was taken 
into custody last night on assault with 
a deadly weapon charged in the after- 
math of a disturbance that erupted at a 
teen dance in the Veterans Memorial 
Byilding. 
Carlos Orozco Salgado, of 307 S. I St., 
was arrested in front of Lompoc Police 
Department on South D Street, moments 
after allegedly striking another youth 
with a metal chain. Police said the vic­ 
tim of the assault suffered a cut on one 
shoulder, but that he declined medical at­ 
tention. 
Salgado was transported to Juvenile 
Hall. A metal chain was confiscated at 
the scene. 
The incident was reportedly the out­ 
growth of a dispute that allegedly oc­ 
curred outside the premises of a teen 
dance sponsored by the community group, 
Teens Interested in a Youth Center, a 
group which in turn is sponsored by 
Lompoc Valley Jaycees. 
Police, assisted by Sheriff’s depu­ 
ties, arrested five teenagers on charges 
of refusing to disperse from an unlaw­ 


ful assembly; a sixth on charges of 
disturbing the peace; and a 21-year-old 
man on charges of disturbing the peace 
and resisting an officer. All the teen­ 
agers were released to their parents 
pending further investigation. 
Lompoc police were first called to 
the scene of the dance at 9:32 p.m., as 
a precautionary measure. Another call 
brought them back to the scbne at 10:39 
p.m., the time of the first reported dis­ 
turbance. The officers left at this time, 
after being assured by Jaycee officials 
that the situation was under control. 
At 11:08 p.m., a telephone message re­ 
ported the situation at the Memorial 
Building was out of hand. 
Police arrived to find a crowd of more 
than 100 teenagers milling around in 
front of the building. Several fights had 
broken out. The officers declared the 
gathering an unlawful assembly and or­ 
dered 
everyone to disperse to their 
homes. The officers said a large per­ 
centage of the teenagers complied, but 
that a small number of youths refused 
to leave. 


The officers then took several of the 
dissidents into custody with the aid of 
Sheriff’s deputies. A scuffle reportedly 
occurred during the arrests, but details 
could not be confirmed this morning. 
Assistant Lompoc Police Chief James 
D. Smith today said he would make a 
full investigation of the entire inci­ 
dent. 


The dance was staged in the Veterans 
Memorial Building at H Street and Lo­ 
cust Avenue, as a benefit for the com­ 
munity’s needy. DavidEcret, youthchair- 
man and publicity director for the Jay- 
cees, today said the young people sought 
to show how much they wanted to serve 
the community. 


Ecret said: “It’s very disheartening 
to have this happen. It is regrettable that 
this should take place when so much ef­ 
fort is being made to aid youth in the 
community.” 
Admission to the dance was $1 per 
person and one can of food which was 
to go to needy families for Christmas.

Presklent 
approves 
adjournment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on today gave his blessing to Congress’ 
planned Christmas adjournament andthe 
lawmakers pressed toward a windup of 
the 1969 session by early afternoon. 
Nixon had suggested earlier he might 
call the House and Senate back into a 
special post-Christmas session if they 
failed to get all the year’s money bills 
passed before quitting. Two such bills 
were left hanging, but under conditions 
that the President approved in a final, 
formal exchange with a House com­ 
mittee appointed to notify him the law­ 
makers were about to adjourn until Jan. 
19. 
“ He said we had all worked very 
hard,” House GOP leaderGeraldR. Ford 
reported. 
Ford said the President accepted,i&e 
adjournament notification without any 
further talk of a special session. 
The House and Senate were quitting 
without final action on a $19.7 billion 
appropriation for the Labor and Health, 
Education and Welfare Departments — 
which the President promised to veto 
as too costly - or on a $1.86 billion 
appropriation for foreign aid. A tempor­ 
ary spending authority was enacted to 
keep the agencies in operations. 
Left to the President’s discretion were 
two major measures — the tax - reform, 
tax cut, Social Security increase bill 
and mine safety legislation — which 
some members feared President Nixon 
might veto. The betting was the chief 
executive would sign both. 
The only legislation remaining was a 
second attempt to write and get through 
both houses a compromise bill relaxing 
restrictions on trade with communist 
nations. 


An earler compromise was rejected 
by the House which requested a new ne­ 
gotiating session. The present law ex­ 
pires at the end of the year. 
But Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield kept captive the $19.7 billion 
HEW appropriation bill, which Nixon 
pledged to veto. Mansfield plans to have 
the Senate approve the bill next year, 
forcing Nixon to veto the measure and 
giving Congress a chance to override 
the rejection. 


Also left stranded was an $1.86 bil­ 
lion foreign aid appropriations bill which 
the Senate refused to accept because it 
contained funds for a squadron of jets 
for Taiwan. Veteran members of the Ap­ 
propriations Committee said they could 
not recall Congress adjourning for the 
year without providing new funds for an 
agency. 


The last roadblock to adjournament 
was eliminated late Monday night when 
the Senate reversed itself and dropped 
its proposal to outlaw the so-called 
“ Philadelphia plan” designed to get 
jobs for negroes in industries with gov­ 
ernment contracts.

Snow storm hits 
east, midwest

The first widespread snowfall of the 
winter whipped across the midwest to­ 
day, sloping transportation by land and 
air. The New England states got a mix­ 
ture of deep snow, gale winds and flood­ 
ing rains. 
New York City reported a low of 18 
degrees, coldest of the winter, with 37- 
mile an hour winds. Some railroad and 
subway trains were delayed. 
A storm moved inland in the Pacific 
Northwest. 
Commuters, travelers and late shop­ 
pers battled snow depths of eight inches 
and deeper drifts. Ground traffic into 
and out of О Hare Airport was delayed 
as much as an hour by massive jams 
on slippery roads 
and some air de­ 
partures were delayed. 
Winds of up to 
40 miles an hour piled up drifts. Some 
schools were closed. 
Snow, 
rain and freezing rain riding 
high winds saturated most of New Eng­ 
land, and the winds continued, 
with a 
possibility of more snow in southern sec- 


tions Wednesday. New England attribut­ 
ed five deaths to the storm. 
Heavy snow warnings were in effect 
from eastern Illinois to western Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Iowa caught the first effects of the 
storm. There schools were forced to 
close. 
Mason City, with a heavy snow- 
cover on the ground when the storm hit, 
had 14 inches total accumulation this 
morning. Snowmobiles were about the 
only means of travel. 


Dubuque, Iowa, had 12 inches on the 
ground and Sioux City had about 10 inch­ 
es. 
Northern Illinois had one-way traffic 
on some highways because of blowing 
and drifting snow. 
An average of about four inches was on 
the ground across northern Indiana as 
the storm moved east. Detroit report­ 
ed light snow falling with no significant 
accumulation. 
The Northeast 
was already guaran­ 
teed a white Christmas.

SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - Oil tides 
from a 21,000 - gallon oil slick washed 
ashore along 22 miles of southern Cali­ 
fornia beaches Monday and aerial ob­ 
servers reported more oil lying off­ 
shore. 
Patches of petroleum from a leak 
near an offshore drilling platform floa­ 
ted ominously just off the coast from 
here to Ventura. 
Fritz Springman, a Union Oil Co. 
spokesman, said the pollution would 
probably get worse even though seep­ 
age from the ocean bottom near Plat­ 
form A was back to its normal trickle. 
The slick apparently was part of the 
thcisands of gallons of crude petroleum 


that leaked from a fractured pope be' 
low Union Oil’s Platform A in tlx 
Santa Barbara Channel last week. 
When the wells were shut down t< 
repair the leak, natural seepage fron 
the ocean bottom increased as pressure 
built up. The flow was, reported bad 
to normal after production was re 
sumed. The slow leak from the oceaj 
bottom has continued since last wintei 
when Union’s Platform blew out and spew 
ed hundreds of thousands of gallons o 
oil into the Pacific and onto beaches 
Donald Sol anas, regional superviso 
for the U.S. Geological Survey, esti 
mated that from 21,000 to 33,600 gal 
Ions of oil were lying offshore.

Bombers raid Viet Cong 
infiltration trails 


SAIGON (UPI)—Eight arma­ 
das of B52 bombers raided 
infiltration trails 
leading to­ 
ward Saigon today before the be­ 
ginning of the Viet Cong’s three- 
day truce for Christmas. 
The bombers dropped a total 
of 800 tons of bombs onto the 
routes north and northwest of 
Saigon 
after Allied officials 
predicted the guerrillas would 
violate their own truce with 
attacks around Saigon. 
Liberation Radio, the Viet 
Cong broadcast outlet, said the 
Communist 
standdown would 
begin at 1 a.m. Saigon time 
Wednesday (noon T u e s d a y 
EST), with all attacks suspend­ 
ed. 
The U.S. and So-tl Vietna­ 
mese 
commands 
announced 
their troops would continue all 
offensive operations until the 
24-hour Allied truce takes effect 
17 hours later and even then 
would send out patrols. 
“ There will be no long-range 
type patrols but we will send 
out patrols near positions of our 
units so the units can keep 
alerted,” 
a 
U.S. 
military 
spokesman said. “ We will only 
stop attacking the enemy.” 
The B52 bombers raided in 
three provinces between the 
Cambodian border and Saigon 
as communiques reported light 
combat, with one major battle 
involving 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops in the Mekong Delta. 
The Viet Cong shelled 17 
targets during the night and 
shot 
down 
two 
more 
U.S. 
helicopters, headquarters said. 
The 
’copters went down 87 
miles northeast and 20 miles 
southwest of Saigon, killing two 
Americans and wounding four. 
Military spokesmen said the 
biggest 
battle 
Monday saw 
South Vietnamese Rangers kill 
51 
Viet 
Cong 
along 
the 
Cambodian border.Government 
losses were put at three dead, 
13 wounded. 
The 
Saigon 
army troops 
called in 
fighter - bomber 
strikes, artillery barrages and 
armored personnel carriers for 
support in the clash 120 miles 
west-southwest of Saigon near 
An Fhu. 
U.S. spokesmen reported two 
skirmishes causing American 
casualties, both of them north 
of Saigon. A total of seven GIs 
were wounded against Commu­ 
nist losses of two dead, the 
announcement said. 
Official Allied sources pre­ 
dicted Monday the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese would 
violate their own Christmas 


truce 
with 
attacks 
on the 
approach routes to Saigon while 
stepping up their infiltration. 
“ We have every reason to 
believe they will violate this 
ceasefire just as they have all 
the others,” one said. Allied 
records showed 133 violations 
in last year’s Christmas truce, 
killing

and 
wounding 36. 
The American command sent 
seven flights of B52 bombers 
over 
the Cambodian border 
area north of Saigon during the 
night for more raids aimed at 
stopping infiltration into the 
war zone from Cambodia.

Britain charges 
officer in plot 
to blow up jet 


BRACKNELL, England (UPI) 
—The government charged a 
retired British army captain to­ 
day with plotting to blow up an 
American built jet airliner for 
a $72,000 fee. 
A magistrates court ordered 
former Capt. Trevor O. Wil­ 
liams, 40, held for a week 
without 
bail pending further 
hearings. 
Williams also was charged 
with possessing 11-1-2 ounces of 
plastic gelignite explosive and a 
timing device for an unlawful 
purpose. 
“ Williams got this device 
from abroad and intended to 
destroy a Boeing plane belong­ 
ing to a foreign country. He 
hoped to get 30,000 pounds 
($72,000) for the destruction of 
the plane,” prosecutor Peter 
Barnes said. 
“ The charge he faces is very 
serious and carries amaximim 
penalty of 14 years in jail,” 
Barnes said, in arguing against 
granting Williams bail. 
The prosecutor said Williams 
made what amounted to a full 
admission. 
There 
were 
no 
details of this presented in 
court. 
The 
prosecution 
tried to 
charge a second man, Ronald 
Hannan, 40, but Hannan was 
excused when the prosecution 
presented no evidence. 
Defense attorney John Crow­ 
ley asked the court to drop the 
bans on press coverage usual in 
British court cases. The judge 
agreed. 
“ The 
reason 
for

reporting restrictions is a very 
strong one. I have seen, heard 
and 
read allegations in the 
national press and on television 
in the last few days. These 
allegations were not entirely 
disconnected from the course 
adopted by the prosecution in 
offering no evidence against 
Hannan,” Crowley said.

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State cars to convert to natural 
gas in fight against air pollution 


SACRAMENTO VUPI) - Gov.» 
Ronald Reagan, escalating the 
war 
on 
air 
pollution, 
has 
announced that state govern­ 
ment’s massive fleet of cars 
and trucks will start converting 
to nearly smogless natural gas. 
He ordered that 175 vehicles 
in the state’s fleet of 28,500 be 
equipped immediately with both 
a fuel system for conventional 
gasoline and a separate system 
for natural gas, the same type 
housewives have cooked with 
for years. 
The governor also called for 
a tax cut on natural gas as an 
incentive for other government 
and private fleet operators to 
also switch. 
The 
Republican 
governor 
announced the smog fighting 
plan in a televised “ report to 
the people’ 
Monday evening. 
Production of the almost two- 
minute long tape was paid by a 
group called “ Californians For 
A Creative Society,” which has 
financed previous filmed appea­ 
rances. 
Starting immediately, Reagan 
said, 
175 State Division of 
Highways automobiles will be 
fitted with a dual system for 
both conventional and natural 
gas. But other cars and trucks 
will be similarly equipped on a 
“ programmed, 
continuing 
basis.” 
The conversion cost totals 
about $400 per automobile, a 
spokesman for Reagan said. 
Under the dual system, conven­ 
tional gasoline will be used for 
country driving while natural 
gas 
will be switched to in 
smoggy urban areas. 
The state purchases about 
2,000 new vehicles annually, a 
spokesman 
said. Starting in 
1970, he said, 20 to 400 will be 
equipped with the dual systems, 
representing 10 to 20 per cer.t 
of the state’s new cars. 
“ The state is one of the very 
large 
motor 
vehicle 
fleet 
operators,’ 
Reagan said in a 
separate statement. “ It should 
lead the way in this specific 
effort to reduce vehicular air 
pollution in our cities.” 
The governor, who last made 
a televised 
“ report 
to 
the 
people” on tax reform in May, 
announced a program he said 


“ will help 
us win 
another 
skirmish in the war we are 
fighting to protect our environ­ 
ment.” It included: 
—Proposing to the legislature 
that public and private fleet 
operators be given a tax cut 
from 7 to 3 cents per 100 cubic 
feet on natural gas. This would 
reduce the cost of natural gas 
to 
about 14 cents a gallon 
compared 
to 
30 cents 
for 
regular gasoline. 
—Requiring that all 1971 cars 
and trucks purchased by the 
state for use in smog-choked 
areas meet strict motor vehicle 
pollution standards which will 
not 
become 
mandatory 
for 
private autos until 1975. 


—Converting the 175 autos 
immediately and systematically 
converting other vehicles the 
state now owns. The governor’s 
spokesman 
said 
this 
would 
occur “ when money becomes 
available.” 


—Placing the newly convert­ 
ed 
vehicles 
in 
the 
four 
smoggiest areas, Los Angeles 
100; 
San 
Diego, 
25; 
San 
Francisco, 25; and Sacramento, 
25. 


—Developing a new testing 
and tune-up procedure to assure 
continued low emissions of the 
state vehicles.

BERKELEY (UPI) - Asso- 
ciate professor Frederick Ber­ 
ry faced his new geology class 
and didn’t say a word. 
The students stared at their 
teacher, sitting cross-legged on 
a table in the University of 
California’s Hearst Mining Hall 
with his eyes averted. Five, 
ten, fifteen minutes of silence 
went by. 
Then 
somebody 
asked 
a 
question, and a novel exper­ 
iment in teaching the science of 
geology was underway. 
B erry’s plan was to refuse to 
talk in class unless students 
asked a question first—and not 
to give the answer, if it could 
be avoided. 
Better to toss the question 
back, 
and somehow get the 
students arguing and proposing 
their own solutions, and seeking 
all possible implications. 
Elements of the technique are 
not uncommon with graduate 
students 
in 
sem inars, 
but 
B erry’s 
were 75 
neophytes, 
freshmen and sophomores in an 
introductory survey class. 
The theory holds that people 
learn 
very 
fast 
when 
they 
become interested, 
and they 
become interested when they 
pursue “ ideas of their own.” 
The 
object 
was 
to make 
students 
think, 
and 
Berry 
believes creative thinking is a 
habit, as much as an ability, 
which can be taught. 
Berry is a loquacious man 
with a beaming face who nearly 
shouts when he is excited about 
his point, and he found keeping 
quiet torturous. 
“ Yet the days 1 said little 


were the best, and the days I 
did a lot of talking I knew I had 
flubbed it.” 
As the course progressed, 
more and more Berry looked 
forward to the classes, think­ 
ing, “ now I’m going to have 
some fun.” 
A lot of students also were 
having fun—but not all of them. 
About half the class seemed 
uncomfortable, didn’t think they 
were learning much and this 
segm ent’s 
attendance 
began 
falling. 
“ I’d tell them, if you want a 
lecture, have a friend read to 
you from the textbook twice a 
day.” 
Berry 
says 
he’s 
a 
good 
lecturer, and that’s obviously 
true, but it’s still “ a two-way 
turnoff. The lecturer turns off 
from people as individuals, and 
students turn off from bore­ 
dom.” 
As B erry’s experim ent last 
year continued, a segment of 
the 
class remained unhappy 
and some never talked at all. 
Teaching 
assistants who in­ 
structed the students in lab 
work said Berrv was fluffing 
off. 
At the end of the quarter, 
B erry let each student decide 
between taking a conventional 
exam or writing a research 
paper on a subject of his own 
choice. 
About two thirds took the 
exam and “ by and large did 
one notch b etter” than students 
in previous years, and those 
writing original papers were 
“ imaginative and often bril­ 
liant. These kids really got the 
m essage,” he said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T op 
White House officials shrug off 
reports of a growing p olariza­ 
tion in the nation as journalistic 
nonsense. 
These presidential advisers

President Nixon with

attainment of a calm er 
national altitude as one of his 
top accomplishments. 
These officials insist that

of Ohio State,

Y ear’s classic as five-point 
vorites against University of 
Southern California, which will 
t)e representing the Pacific-8 
for 
an unprecedented fourth 
consecutive tim e. 
If coach Bo Schem bechler’s 
machine does what the oddsm». 
kers think it will, then it’ll be 
18 Big Ten wins in 24 years. 
Perhaps, the current 
17-6 
statistic is m isleading. Five of 
the West Coast’s victories came 
in the past decade, two each by 
u s e and Washington. 
UCLA pulled one of the all- 
time upsets in 1966, knocking 
off top-ranked Michigan State 
14-12. 
The 
only 
Pacific 
Coast 
victory since the inception of 
the agreement between the two 
leagues until Washington wal­ 
leyed Wisconsin 44-8 in 1960 
came in 1953. The Trojans beat 
Wisconsin 7-0 that year. 
Dating back to 1902, USC has 
made 
16 appearances in the 
Rose Bowl, Thre Tronans are 
11-5 but only have three wins in 
seven tries since 1947, 
Michigan, which was in the 
first Rose Bowl against Stan­ 
ford in 1902, has been back at 
Pasadena three tim es in the 
past 23 years. The W olverines 
have won all three. 
In fact, the Ann A rbor, Mich,, 
school smashed USC 49-0 in 
1948, That was the schools’only 
previous Rose Bowl meeting. 
Pacific-8 and Big Ten team s 
are even in one departm ent, 
though. The conferences split 
the gate receipts—right down 
the line.

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Heavy swells, 
with

bined with C hristm as holidays, 
put a crim p in sea fishing late­ 
ly. 
Very few fishermen have bra­ 
ved the rough seas and we 
do not look for much activity for 
a while. 
Surffishing is in the 
sam e category. 
North 
of Cam bria, creeks 
have had the sand bars knocked 
out but the w aters all are dirty 
and full of debris. 
A few 
steelhead have been seen in the 
su rf off San Simeon Park but 
ro u ^ water has made even 
su rf fishing hazardous. 
P rio r to the bad weather some 
good fishing was reported from 
the San Simeon P ier in north­ 
ern San Luis Ctoispo County. 
The addition of extra footage to 
this pier with even a few sal­ 
mon were caught, according to 
reports received. 
The pier appears to be in a 
traveling rout taken by some 
other larger types of fish as 
occassional bonita have been 
taken by anglers working the 
pier. 
Possibly the addition of 
artifical reefs or im itation plas­ 
tic weeds would also pay as has 
been the case in other spots 
in the southland. 
The following details of the 
anchovy murder as released by 
the DFG might go a long way 
to answer the question as to 
where the fish are. 
To start at the beginning, 
several years ago a hearing was 
held at the instigation of Sen­ 
ator F arr and other cannery 
interests, to take several thou­ 
sand tons of anchovies. 
This 
was turned down cold at that 
meeting. 


A question put to one of 
the prominent biologists as to 
what would happen in Monterey 
Bay if the request was granted, 
elicted the reply that sports 
fishing would be ended in the 
area. 
The proponents of the 
deal did not give up so easily, 
a fact we pointed out to the 
chairm an, the late Jaim e Smith 
of the state fish and game 
commission, who agreed with 
us. 
The next year a request to 
take 75,000 tons was allowed by 
the DFG in a complete about 
face. 
Now the departm ent is­ 
sued a release which cheerfully 
extolls the deal. 


California’s anchovy fisher­ 
men are setting new records 
this year, it reports. 
The 
anchovy reduction fishery had 
taken 38,341 tons througii Dec. 
8, exceeding the previous high 
for a ftill season set during 1966- 
67 
when 
37,615 tons 
were 
landed. 
Southern California 
landings also exceeded the pre­ 
vious high. 
The all-tim e high 
for a single day was Nov. 21 
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when 1,654 tons were landed 
in the southern perm it area. 
The present 
season 
runs 
through May 15, or until the 
season quota of 75,000 tons 
is reached. 
The commission 
now says it will consider in­ 
creasing the quota if the lim it 
is reached prior to the closing 
date. 
Landings of anchovies for all 
purposes, including canning and 
dead bait for sport fishing, also 
set a new high with estim ated 
landings through Dec. 8 of 70, 
796 tons. 
The previous high 
was 42,918 tons established in 
1953. 
Further comment is not nec­ 
essary, ijeyond the fact that 
in spite of what biologists say 
about the numl>er of anchovies; 
both sportsfisherm en and com­ 
m ercial fisherm en know the 
answ er: 
No food; no fish. 


f’RF.SH WATER FISHING 


Lake Cachuma is still p r o 
during lim its of catchalde trout 
w'ith a few lunkersl)eing landed. 
The water is low and the hazard 
of losing term inal gear is not 
so bad due to the water being 
so low. 
The evil of brush, 
that used to be close in, is 
no longer there, as catfish now 
are out in moderately clear 
water. 
Reports from Lake Nacimi­ 
ento are that bass fishing re­ 
mains on the slow side. 
Fish 
seem to rem ain oblivious to the 
angler’s efforts. 
A few good 
lim its were noted, but most 
are 
averaging 
some what 
sm aller than in past weeks. 


Size of fish taken has ranged 
downward from three pounds 
each and most anglers are re­ 
porting difficulty locating fish. 
Catfishing has provided gwd 
results for fishermen using live 
night craw lers in the Bee Rock 
area, where fish up to three 
and one half pounds ea^h have 
been taken. 
Anglers are reminded that 
their 1969 sportftshing license 
expires Dec. 31. New licenses 
are on sale at the usual places 
where fishing and hunting gear 
is sold th ro u ^o u t the state. 
The state’s first regulartory 
body was established in 1870 
to help preserve C alifornia’s 
fish resources. 
The new li­ 
censes have Ijeen designed to 
com m em orate 100 years ofpre- 
serving the state’s natural re­ 
sources and providing гегте- 
ation to an increasing popu­ 
lation. 


HUNTING 
Pigeon hunting has been very 
slow with only a few local flocks 
being located. The Lopez area 
where there is often a good 
hunting, was practically devoid 
of birds.

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Sobering thought 


Lt. Gen. Hoang Xuan Lam, commander of South Vietnam’s 
First Corps, claims that the number of deaths in the alleged 
m assacre in the hamlet of My Lai on March 16, 1969, has 
been grossly exaggerated. 
In a preliminary report to President Thieu, forwarded to 
U.S. m ilitary officials in Washington, the general suggests 
that the survivors gave inflated figures in hopes of collecting 
additional compensation from the United States. He believes 
that when all the names of the civilians who were killed are 
assembled. The total will not exceed 30. 


Lam further states that from 1964, “ The Communists had 
turned the village of Song My into combat hamlets (of which 
My Lai was one) with communication trenches, ditches, forti­ 
fied fences and autonomous Communist committees. 
“ The people of the village, male and female, young and old, 
were forced to become soldiers in the VietCong combat ranks. 
Village youth were forced into the local guerrilla ranks.” 


It would be nice to discover that an incident that has put 
one of the blackest marks on the U.S. Army in its history did 
not really happen and that the civilians — not exceeding 30 — 
who were killed at My Lai were just the accidential victims of 
a necessary m ilitary operation. 
However, the general’s finding must be weighed against the 
fact that the South Vietnamese government has good reason 
to be alarmed at the growing revulsion of the American people 
against the war. 
And in any event, the key word is “ forced.” 
“ The people of the village, male and female, young and old, 
were forced to become soldiers in the VietCong combat ranks.” 
Or to put it another way, the Communists are forcing 
American soldiers to fight not only enemy soldiers but, in 
more than one case, hapless villagers, male and female, 
young and old. 
Whatever the truth about My Lai, the essential tragedy of 
the Vietnam conflict remains unchanged. 


Handcuff the hijacker 


A second U.S. airline is now employing an antihijacking sys­ 
tem developed and tested by the Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion. The first began using it in October. 
While the FAA understandably will not disclose exactly 
how the system works or the locations where it is in opera­ 
tion, it says that it combines a weapons-screening device 
with knowledge of certain behavioral traits which have been 
established as common to hijackers. 
“ We have not caught any hijackers with the system ,” 
admits FAA Administrator John H. Shaffer, “ but there is no 
telling how many potential hijackers may have been scared 
off.” 
“ It is almost impossible to measure results, but it is a fact 
that U.S. hijackings have dropped off drastically in recent 
months while foreign hijackings have skyrocketed.” 
He notes there were no hijackings of U.S. planes to Cuba 
in 
November, 
the first month since May, 1958, that no such 


incidents were recorded. He adds that besides the detection 
system, a number of other developments may be responsible 
for the good news. For example: 
—Six American hijackers recently returned voluntarily for 
prosecution, adding to a growing number of hijackers coming 
back, many of them telling stories of segregation and harsh 
treatm ent in Cuba. 
—The Cuban government has called for reciprocal extra­ 
dition of hijackers. 


Also, as regular extradition treaties come up for renewal, 
the United States has been adding hijacking to the list of ex­ 
traditable offenses and is pursuing efforts to amend the inter­ 
national treaty on hijacking, known as the Tokyo Convention, 
so that foreign countries either would return hijackers for 
prosecution or prosecute them themselves. 
This is one crim inal fad whose days appear numbered.

heard until after the 
first of the new year. 
Under the new lib­ 
eralized law “ irre­ 
concilable differenc­ 
e s” can mean any­ 
thing 
from eating 
crackers in bed to 
adultery. That takes in quite a lot of 
possibilities and the legal profession is 
frankly waiting to see how it all works out. 
Charges of adultery, cruelty, disser- 
tion, neglect, habitual drunkenness, pri­ 
son confinement are now out as far as 
the courts are concerned. 
Basically the law throws the concept 


of the “ guilty party” out the m atri­ 
monial window. The purpose of the law’s 
authors is the idea of bringing the dis­ 
solution of m arriage into a more humane 
atm osphere in keeping with modern life. 
But more than all this, the new law 
will remove the punitive aspects of di­ 
vorce proceedings. It will also enable a 
judge to decide questions of alimony and 
property rights on the basis of common 
sense. As long as there is a substan­ 
tial equal division of community proper­ 
ty it will meet with the dictates of the law. 
Alimony will be based on need and 
m ore particularly the courts will be able 
legally to decide the amount on the basis 
of the woman’s earning ability. If she 
has a college degree or a vocational 
skill then she would probably receive a 
lower level of support. The duration of 
the m arriage will also figure into the 
picture. In the latter consideration, con­ 
ceivably a college degree would count 
for less if the woman had been isolated 
as a housewife 
for 10 
or 15 years. 
Reconciliation will now become option­ 
al rather than mandatory and the time 


the two parts of the m arriage team have 
to 
wait for a final decree, will be re­ 
duced from one year to six months. 
Still to be tested in practice is the re­ 
quirement that nullifies information ac­ 
quired by evesdropping techniques. 
It rem ains to be seen whether critics 
of the law were right when they charged 
that it would make California a divorce 
mill. 


The legal scene has a lot of changes 
that will affect the lives of many of us. 
For example a federal court of appeals 
has ruled that a businessman can take 
his wife along on a business trip and de­ 
duct her expenses as essential to his 
work. And she is not required to do any 
work such as secretarial for example to 
qualify for the deduction.

Florida Supreme Court has taken an 
historic step in ruling that the public’s 
right to be present at meetings of govern­ 
mental bodies cannot be violated. Cali­ 
fornia has the Brown Secret meeting Act, 
but many states have nothing sim ilar. 
The fact that the Florida high court 
has so ruled will have an effect across 
the nation greater than the California 
law. Various parts of the California law 
have been upheld at various judicial 
levels, and although it is presently se­ 
cure from most legislative tampering, 
there is nothing like a state supreme 
court ruling to break the back of oppo­ 
sition. 
In the words of the good Florida jur­ 
ists, “ Term s such as managed news, 
secret meetings, closed records, execu­ 
tive sessions and study sessions have 
become synonymous with ‘hanky panky’ 
in the minds of public spirited citi- 
zens.'

Like where McGregor sits, 
these endearers, c^.led a girl’s best 
friend, are the head of the gem table. 
But does even Miss 
Taylor 
(shades 
of 
Cleopatra) knowhow 
rich the earth really 
is? In common with 
Internal Revenue ag­ 
ents, geologists are 
hardly glamorous but 
they’re good calcula­ 
tors, and they say 
t h e 
earth’s core 
holds enough gold to 
cover 
its 
surface 
with a layer three feet thick and enough 
platinum to cover the entire world with 
a layer six feet thick. They add in pass­ 
ing, that in the earth’s crust precious 
uranium, although hard toevtract, is rel­ 
atively plentiful — actually, more plen­ 
tiful than zinc or lead. 
Probably Miss Taylor already has been 
told that diamonds, in turn, were first 
formed about 60 million years ago. 
Gemmologists say diamond fields are at 
the necks of ancient violent volcanoes, 
now covered, that many have erupted 
vast m aterial m asses from the bowels 
of our planet. Forming diamonds re­ 
quires enormous pressures and temp­ 
eratures. These conditions can be found 
only in the earth. And, as “ Diamond 
Jim ” Brady used to say, “ Them what 
has ’em, wears ’em .” 
The story of gems is the story of 
women, of course, and Dutch Queen Ju­ 
liana, with her four-centuries fortune 
estim ated at $600 million, and although 
her favorite vehicle in Amsterdam is 
her bicycle, has 40 diamond tiaras and 
14 gold table services to boot. 
Juliana lives in a suitable neighbor­ 
hood. Amsterdam-Antwerp is the world’s 
greatest diamond • cutting center. There 
were diamond cutters at nearby Bruges 
as early as 1465 and possibly in the 
1370s. Today there are 14,000 among 
the Queen’s neighbors, about 40 percent 
of all the diamond cutters in the world, 
although Israel now has 8,000, is sec­ 
ond and is coming up fast. And com­ 
pared with Juliana’s diamonds, Miss 
Taylor has some distance to go. 
It’s widely supposed that Russia’s 
Catherine the Great, who said, “ In buy­ 
ing jewels I am not a collector, I am a 
glutton,” holds the record for tucking 
them away. Actually, the championship 
goes to the Dowager Em press TzuH siof 
China, the last of the Manchus, a con­ 
tem porary of Queen Victoria. 
Among other knickknacks, the nearly 
incredible Tzu Hsi had 500 trays of 
diamonds, a thousand inlaid boxes of 
Cabochon sapphires and em eralds, a 
necklace rope of 3,500 pearls of perfect 
shape and color, 100 peacocks and but­ 
terflies of matched rubies in one head­ 
dress and 100 storks and dragons in 
another. 
The record loss, Miss Taylor would 
discover, 
probably 
goes to Napoleon. 
When his driving coach was found empty 
at Waterloo it wasn’t altogether emp­ 
ty. The Prussians captured in it a cas­ 
ket with all his sister Pauline’s jew­ 
els, except the great Borghese diamonds. 
What became of them Miss Taylor never 
will known. It remains a mystery. An 
equivalent mystery surrounds the fate of 
Madame Du B arry’s 
necklace of 647 
perfect diamonds, supposed to have been 
broken up in England — unpaid for and 
never worn. 
Surely, the most be jeweled house ever 
built is the Taj Mahal, 
which was de­ 
signed by an Arab and took 20,000 men 
from China, Persia and Europe 22years 
to build. Miss Taylor would be contem­ 
plating in it, however, a renowned hus­ 
band - wife adoration legend which is a 
product of what Max Muller calls “ the 
migration of the myths.” 
Scoundrel Shah Jehan, who ordered the 
Taj Mahal built, ruled from a solid- 
gold throne, acquired the 800-carat Koh- 
inoor diamond, which rem ains the larg­ 
est ever unearthed in India, and equip­ 
ped the Taj Mahal with a silver stair­ 
case, a 10,000 - pearl canopy and gold- 
panelled walls, now gone, dedicated to 
the Moslem’s 99 names for Allah em- 
blazened over the jeweled main doors. 


Finished by 1648, the Taj Mahal sur­ 
vived barely 50 years before it was 
sacked and vandalized. And far from sym­ 
bolizing a monument to love, Miss Tay­ 
lor would find that scoundrel Jehan was 
overthrown by his son, died in prison 


and was buried against his orders to 
the side of his wife’s tomb in this pal­ 
ace. Jehan had planned his own separate, 
bigger and better Taj, and had begun it.

Growing pains

Growing pains is something the young 
city of Carpinteria has. 
But the newest and sm allest of the 
five cities in the county is spreading 
out in several directions, including sea­ 
ward. 
The cities of Lompoc and Carpinteria 
have something in common, the desire 
and need to grow to get more revenues. 
Carpinteria city officials supported the 
bid of Lompoc to take a giant step north­ 
ward to annex the Federal Correctional 
Institution property when it came before 
Local Agency Formation Commission. 
Board of Supervisors chairman Fran 
cis H. Beattie, of Lompoc, voted in fav­ 
or of Carpinteria’s request to annex sea­ 
ward two miles the same day when that 
m atter came before LAFCO, on which 
Beattie sits as a member. 
When incorporated Sept. 29, 1965, the 
city was only one and three-tenths square 
m iles in area. But now it is nearly 
double the original size and revenues 
are to go up substantially. 
But recent events —including approval 
enabling the city to push an additional 
one and one-half miles seaward to the 
two-mile mark — have given instant 
m ajor growth to the county's newest 
city. 
Now a Superior Court decision which 
throws out a suit alleging irregularities 
in 
a special city election where voters 
backed City Council in a beneficial com­ 
prom ise settlement with Standard Oil 
Co. removed the last roadblock toward 
legal annexation of a 151-acre indus­ 
trial parcel along the ocean eastward. 
Presiding Superior Judge John T. Rick­ 
ard tossed out the suit of Carpinterian 
Kenneth Kilborne, an ardent foe of City 
Hall and the oil industry, which was 
filed after city voters by a 3-1 margin 
backed their City Council. 
The judge 
term ed the petition contained not suffi­ 


cient grounds for contesting the election. 
Judge Rickard, in sustaining a city- 
filed dem urrer, said he did not think the 
county clerk's office should have ac­ 
cepted Kilbourne’s petition due to errors 
found in it regarding the elections code. 
Now that the path is clear to move 
eastw ard as well as seaward from the 
original city’s waterfront boundaries, 
the city will seek approval of the state 
to extend the extra two m iles seaward 
to the 151-acre shoreside industrial an­ 
nexation. This includes properties ol 
Standard Oil Co., Humble Oil and Re­ 
fining Co., research plants and a team­ 
s te rs ’ headquarters. 
City officials are hoping the two an­ 
nexations 
now 
made valid in recent 
months will bring from $20,000 to $40, 
000 or more a year in additional proper­ 
ty taxes and tidelands revenues to the 
city. 
What is vitally important is that the 
city is now taking giant steps toward an­ 
nexation farther seaward. It can go one 
mile further to the three-m ile limit of 
state waters, and if this happens it could 
hit the tax jackpot. It would take the huge 
oil drilling platforms which cost mil- 
tions and involve the production end of 
the oil and gas finds in the channel. A 
severance tax also could be considered 
once the city went to the three-mile 
lim it. As of now, Standard Oil legal 
minds have blocked the way to their 
platform s. 
C arpinteria city officials have made 
six annexation bids including the so-call­ 
ed Surf Realty annexation at Santa Moni­ 
ca Rd. and Via Real; the Heltman-Ed- 
wards annexation (where developer Rob­ 
ert Doell has a subdivision project) east 
of Santa Monica Rd., and Carpinteria 
High School annexation north of the city. 
Now the city will seek state approval 
to place the added seaward annexation 
to the industrial annexation to the east.

USO services have had to be drastic­ 
ally reduced because less than 100 per 
cent support has been received for its 
norm al operation. Perhaps anti-Vietnam 
feelings, 
demonstrations, and protests 
may be an influential factor. What we 
should not lose sight of is that USO 
serves individuals. With the less than 
norm al funding, it has been necessary 
to cut back the number of USO shows 
presented for the entertainment of our 
men in uniform; it has become neces­ 


sary to delay the opening of new fi 
ties and clubs, and in many insta 
requests for these clubs overseas 
been denied.
